the course and scope of said relationship. Plaintiffs are 
informed and believe that each and every defendant, when acting 
as a principal, was negligent in the selection and hiring of each 
and every other defendant as an agent, servant, employee, 
assistant, consultant or para professional member. Plaintiffs are 
further informed and believe, and thereon allege, that at all 
times herein mentioned, each business, governmental, municipal 
or corporate employer, through its officers, officials, directors 
and managing agents, and each individual defendant, had advance 
knowledge of the wrongful conduct of said agents, servants, 
licensees, employees, assistants, consultants and alter egos, and

On April 20, 2010 LAFD concluded an internal 
investigation at the highest level into the claims and 
allegations of Plaintiffs set forth herein and had a finding that 
the allegations were "sustained" and "proven." ( See attached 
hereto as Exhibit "A" a true and correct copy of said letter) . 

F& STUAI. BACKGROUND 

13. In or about February 21, 2009, at approximately 5:00am, 
Stephanie Hooks ( "Stephanie") had been resting in her living room 
in a recliner chair with her dogs sitting to the left and right 
of her. After letting them out for an early morning walk, 
Stephanie began experiencing difficulty in breathing. As she was 
feeling faint, she rang the door bell to get someone's attention 
in the house. Upon hearing his wife's distress call for help and 
the frantic ringing of the door bell, Alvin Hooks ("Alvin") got up 
and ran through the living room to the front door to' assist 
Stephanie. Upon reaching Stephanie, Alvin grabbed Stephanie and 
assisted her by laying her on the living room floor. He 
immediately called out to other family members for help to which 
Alnisha Hooks ("Alnisha"), Stephanie and Alvin' s daughter, and 
Catherine Green ("Catherine") , Stephanie's mother, responded by 
rushing into the living room. 

14. Stephanie repeated that she was having difficulty 
thing, accordingly, Catherine immediately called 311 for help 
placed the call on speaker phone. The 911 operator answered 
line by asking « what's your emergency?" Alnisha responded 

saying that her mother was having difficulty breathing. 

Meanwhile, Alvin continued to comfort his wife letting her know 

that help was on the way. 
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15. Alnisha continued to talk to the 911 operator 



dispatcher for LAFD r communicating what she was observing. The 
911 operator asked was Stephanie turning' colors? No Alnisha 
answered. The 911 operator asked if Stephanie was clammy? 
Ainisha responded no. However, right after those two questions, 
Stephanie belted out "somebody help me, I can't breath," to which 
the 911 operator commented that that was a good sign because he 
was able to hear her. As minutes kept going by and no arrival of 
LAFD, Alnisha placed the phone even closer to her mother so that 
she, Stephanie, could her the LAFD dispatcher and be reassured 
that help was on the way. Meanwhile, Catherine was assisting 
Alvin in keeping Stephanie calm while Alvin went outside 
periodically to see if he could see or hear the LAFD paramedics 
coming. 

16. On several occasions while the dispatcher was on 
speaker phone, Alnisha, Alvin and Catherine could hear the 
dispatcher communicating with LAFD and informing them that 
Stephanie was having difficulty breathing. After what seemed like 
an eternity, an LAFD paramedic truck with two paramedics arrived 
at their home. 

17, When the paramedics got out of the truck, Alvin 
immediately told them that «my wife is in there on the living 

>m floor, she's having difficulty breathing," Stephanie was 
24 | Sti11 lying ° n the floor ^cl struggling with breathing when one 
paramedic walked into the house. Although, Alvin told the 
paramedics that Stephanie was lying on the floor and having 
difficulty breathing, neither of the paramedics brought oxygen 
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tanks or any other assisted breathing equipment, medicine or 
diagnostic equipment into the house. 

18. Stephanie was lying inside the doorway about three feet 
from the entrance. One paramedic stepped inside the house and 
asked Alvin questions about Stephanie's medical history. However, 
the other paramedic just stood on the porch about two feet from ' 
the door entrance not responding to any of the visible signs 
indicating that Ms. Hooks was struggling to breath and was in 
respiratory distress. In fact, at one point in txme Ms. Hooks 
gasped for air and said « I, can't breath." Still she was not 
given oxygen nor was her pulse, blood pressure or any other vital 
signs checked or taken. Moments later several more paramedics 
arrived on the scene. They too did not bring oxygen tanks or 
assisted breathing equipment onto the premises. As with the first 
two paramedics, the latter two dxd not attempt to take Ms. Hooks' 
pulse, blood pressure or check any of her vital signs. 

19. Mr. Hooks, Alnisha, and Catherine repeatedly questioned 
the paramedics about helping Ms. Hooks, telling them that "she's 
having a problem breathing." Shortly thereafter Mrs. Hooks eyes 
became fixed as she gasped for her last breath while three LAFD 
paramedics watched. "Oh dear God," Catherine' cried out. Her 
3 V ing husband pleaded with the LAFD paramedics asking them « 
lat's wrong with her, are you guys going to do anything?" 
20. After Mrs. Hooks code blued in the presence of Mr. 
.■■*>ks, Alnisah, and Catherine, one of the LAFD paramedics yelled 
out "four corners," after which, ail four LAFD paramedics ran xn 
and grabbed Mrs. Hooks and transported her to Centinela Hospital 
were she died two days later. 
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FIR§T_.CAUSE OF ACTION 

(Wrongful Death- Negligent Training Supervision; Failure to Use 

3 II Skill, Knowledge and Care Against- City of Los Angeles, Los

21. Plaintiff reallege and incorporate by reference the 
allegations set forth in paragraphs 1 through 20 above, as though 
set forth at length herein. 

22. As Set forth in paragraphs 1 through 21, inclusive, 
Defendants and each of then, owed a duty of care to exercise 
reasonable care under the circumstances for Stephanie Hooks' care 
and protection. Defendants owed a duty of care to Stephanie to 
use the level of skill, knowledge and care in performing, 
assessing, -diagnosing, and rendering emergency medical care and 
treatment to Stephanie Hooks that other reasonably careful and 
adequately trained paramedics, emergency medical technicians,

| " il6d and refussd « provide emergency medical care to Stephanie 
although she and her family members repeatedly informed, and made 
it known to LAFD's paramedics that she was having difficulty 
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breathing, as she was displaying visible signs of respiratory 
distress . 

33. On or about February 23, 2009, after the foregoing 
cause of action arose in her favor, Stephanie Hooks, would have 
been the Plaintiff in this lawsuit under this cause of action if 
she had lived. 

34. Prior to her death and as a proximate result of 
Defendants' negligence, Stephanie Hooks, was required to and did 
employ physicians and surgeons to provide additional examination, 
treatment and care for her, and did incur medical and incidental 
expenses in the sum of at least $15,000.00 or more. 

35. In doing the acts herein alleged, Defendants and each 
of them acted with malice and oppression in purposefully refusing 
to provide scant care emergency medical care, treatment or 
diagnoses. Said conduct was vile and despicable in that 
Defendants and each of them knew Stephanie Hooks was in 
respiratory distress and could not breath, but stood around and 
did not nothing to diagnosis or treat her medical condition. 

36. As paramedics, emergency medical technicians,
